Sir Arthur Speaks at Cam- 
paign Headquarters.

A very notable feature of the cam- 
r>alpn lunoh((on yesterday ■was tho 
fact that an Undergraduaites' tablo 
was Included for the meiniberB of the 
Students' Council. 

A grrcat deal of encouragement has 
been ^ven to the efforts of the stu- 
dents In their desire to h«lp make 
tlio ilrlvc a siicoess. 

Notable among the subscrlpUoua 
was a cheque for |16,000 from tho 
liclrs of the late Hon. C. r. folby, 
iliruugh Dr. Colby. The pnatessors 
show their desire for a bettor McOllI 
by helping to bwoM the fund despite 
their low salaries. 

Subscription cards are to be placed 
In the Union for students who are de- 
sirous of making contributions. 

It was announced at the luncheon 
to-day at campaign headquartera that 
the fund had readhed a total of 
$2,717,481, the subscriptions for to> 
day being $920.633. , 

Dean Laird eald that nowhoro waa 
a refusal met by the canvass of tho 
Macdonald Teachers' Committee, and 
the subscriptions ranged from fS to 
$76, and that there iwas an eagerness 
to glTe. 

A cheque from D. G. McMillan, 
Scl. '34, ^vaa accompanlod by a letter 
requostlnK that his subscription be 
used especially tor dormitories. 

Sir Charles Gordon, dhairman for' 
the day, expressed the opinion that 
tho ultimate succeee of tho campalgn 
rested with the teams, and was gratl- 
flwl by the spirit In which tho can- 
vassers were mot by the public. H'j 
then called upon Sir Arthur Currle ta 
Hpeak. ■ • 

.Sir Arthur Currle oxpress<Kl his 
Kratltiide to tho men and women who 
wore worfclnff on the team at outside 
, points and who were doing much to 
make tho drive a succeas. Ho felt 
that no cause was more worthy of 
their support. Thoy were onabllnç 
McGIII and Montreal to maintain 
Uiolr position and to exercise a 
greater Influence In tho promotion of 
citizenship and tho Industrial de- 
velopment of the country. 

The greatest lose suffered was per- 
haps through un<levolop6<l brain 
power or Incwnnileto development 
of It. 

Tho unlverslbies were curing this 
waste. Too public, by supporting 
McOill, was assisting on<l giving op- 
portunities for the production of 
Hclcntlstfl and scholars as well as men 
in other actlvltlea.

The usual business transacte<l, tho 
Sophomore and Freshman debating 
teams entered for tholr debate, tho 
subject of which was "That Private 
Schools Are to be Preferred to Pub- 
lic Schools," The Plnrt. Year upheld 
the affirmative, tho debaters bning 
MIsB C;arroll Robertson and Miss 
Mary nishop; while the oppoailloi! 
-waa upheld by Miss Dorothy Teed 
and Miss Joan Foster. 

Miss Robertson opened the discus- 
sion, pointing out that tho question 
was to be considered from tho point 
of ^•4cw of benefit to the child. She 
dwolt upon tho high standard of 
honor and the keen Interest in sport 
of private school training. She also 
gave the percentage of private school 
men playing upon tho McGill Rugbv 
squadH, which certainly showwl 
favorably for the private schools. 

Miss Teed, first speaker of the 
opposition, followed Miss Robertson. 
She divided the question clearly Into 
two main fiyituro.M, tlip school and th-i 
Indtvlrtiinl, and the school and tho 
community. For the first of these 
she spoke, laying emphasis on the 
fact that many pupils of private 
schools are apt to apeclalize before 
they had time to acquire a solid all- 
round groundwork. Also, she pointed 
out that priv.ito schools were at- 
tended by pupils from influential 
homes, where everything was smooth 
and easy, whereas in public schools 
there woa a greater variety and more 
versatility 

MHea BlElhop, second speaker of the 
affirmative, tollowed Miss Teed 
closely in this last atatement, point- 
ing out that thougli in private schools 
there might not ho such varlctty of 
claasee of pupils, noverthcdess tliero 
was Just as mucJi variety of char- 
acter. She pointed out, too, tho 
special individual attention given in 
private schools, iwhicb In large public 
BchooHs Is almost Imposslible; also 
the eerae of individual responsibility 
making for leadership, and tho loyalty 
v/!ilch Is so strong a trait of private 
school grads. As all these qualities 
benefited the Individual, so. Miss 
Bishop pointed out, a better citizen 
waa in after life benefiting the com- 
munity. 

Miss .loan Foster then spoke for the 
opposition. Following up her c;);- i 
league's division, she dwelt on th< 
aspect of the school community. 
Miss Foster's strongest plea was that 
public scliool education developed a 
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present themselves at tho meeting 
Intending to go, the organization of 
a band to lead the Rooters would bs 
timely and arranged.

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CONVERSATION 

'One of the several advantages which should result from a uni 
Versity education is ease and charm in conversation. 

Wit will readily be recognized as a decided asset to such ease and 
charm, but very man is not gifted with keen and ready power of re 
partee and ability to impart whimsical turns to his language. Wit 
tloao, without balance and wealth of information, is not conversation 
the'triUiant conversationalist must have order nnd simplicity of ar- 
rangement in his material; must be able so to impart his thoughts to 
others as to make them not only eager to listen to him but able with- 
;OUteffort to retain his ideas; must have at least a fairly comprehensive 
'sive jfund of anecdotes instantly available; and must have practice In 
Hie free use of language. 

It is related of Madame de Montespan, wife of Louis XIV. of 
France that at a dinner in her roo-nis one of her servants, leaning over 
her chair, whispered: "Madame will please toll another story, there is 
no roast to-day." She- was noted, even in that reign of wit and in- 
tclligfence, for her attractive and sparkling anecdotes nnd repartee. 

.Wc cannot all bc*briniant raconteurs, but we may all- attain a 
certain standard as small-group talkers. The best way to obtain 
facility in Informal discourse is to meet other men without restraint 
and to talk over with them subjects of import which can be made fas 
cinating with little effort and research. Unfortunately the average 
Student exhibits a tctt&ncy to avoid scrious-'subjects outside the lec 
^ture room. His more or less slanRV conversation rarely extends 
beyond athletics and sport, with nn occasional half-oshamcd, hesitatinj!; 
excursion into the head-line subjects which appeared inJiis morning 
paper. If the undergraduate is asked anything about the great 
movements of society, labor, government and literature he' will first 
'make a feeble bluff at the subject, then pass it up for an excursion to 
a theatre or to the Union for a game of billiards. 

.^c acknowledge the importance of the various clubs, historical 
philosophic, economic and so forth, at McGill, but the meetings oi 
these clubs are unfortunately too apt to take the form of lectures 
ffrilowed by more or leas formal discussion. They develop power of 
self>expression in debate, if you will, but as training for conversation 
they are of little value. 
- . The pressing need, if McGill students are to become bnltlanl or 
even moderately interesting conversationalists is the formation of 
small» constantly-changing groups, wherein ,men may broaden and 
team to express their views on subjects wliich' they should not now, 
and will not later, be able to avoid. 

It is just for purposes such as this that the Union was built. The 
time wMl probaUy come when we shall see many small groups around 
the building, engaged in really interesting, intelligent talks, develop 
hlg tlielr powers of informal intercourse and laying the foundations 
oF«ocia! relationships whidi will be builtion genuine interests clearly 
held in common. But this time will not come, we shall not turn ou 
from iMcGill men clever in engaging the interests of others, until we 
can overcome our hereditvy antipathy to discussing the things next 
our hearts with others who have identical problems next theirs, and 
' until wexan learn that4t is not a-weakness to appear serious on occa- 
sion. >.

convcraatlon with a representative of 
The Christian Science .Monitor. 

The interviewer asked him vthat 
opinion his experience had ho'pcd 
him to come to with regard to tho 
attitude of tho general medical prac- 
titioner toward vivisection. 

" FYom the tallcs I have had with 
medical men In various towns, and 
from Information I have ha on able 
to gather from others who have Lad 
similar talks, I am persuaded that 
largo numbers of medical men are In 
Hympathy with our campaign for the 
obolltlon of vivisection," said Mr. 
Mlddlolon. "In many cases, how- 
ever, they are afraid to say so, he- 
cause of the pressure which would 
undoubtedly be brought to bear by 
the IlrltlHh .M«>di('al .\sHor.latIon. Only 
the other day a well-known Maoches- 
u r man, whoso iirofeaslon brtuge him 
Into contact with many of the leading 
medical and other professional men 
of the city, told me that sympathy tor 
our cause was not altogether lacking 
In thPRe lirrles, but that owing either 
to thi! (■on!<ervatli»m or the fear ot 
their oollesjrucH' opinion, tbey pre- 
ferred to keep their views in the 
background, 

" But the tlmo Is rapidly approach- 
ing when these men will ho forced. In 
the intorcstn of their own profession, 
to laki* their stand by our side In tho 
war oKainst vivisection, for evidence 
accumulates that not only has vivi- 
section not benefitted humanity, but 
that tho diseases which have been 
inado tho object of vtvisectlonal ro- 
Boarch bnvn Incrwwnd in number and 
fatality, u fact which can bo proved 
by anyone who wlir take tho trouble 
to examine tho Registrar General's 
reports. 

"Then, asain, the new move, led by 
He.sri>dl<u. to discredit all tho wonder- 
ful riaiiiiH that have, at ono time or 
unothcr, been mttde for Inoculation, is 
surely going to make consclenti mi^ 
medical men look upon us as friends 
and not a» enemies of their profession. 
Ilosrec^ka vdlaeoverod that rabbits in- 
oculated with typhoid bacilli die— not 
a very wonderful discovery, of course, 
since vlvlsoctors are alwaye recording 
tho deatli of their victims otter in- 
oculations. Ho also found that rabbits 
did not die if fed on typhoid germs, 
from which ho argued that the correct 
and safe method of protecting the 
hunuin body from disease was by ad- 
ministering germs through the mouth, 
and not through the skin. 

"Tho medical correspondent of The 
Times has been loudly sounding the 
praises of this new method and hails 
It OS the new vaccination of the fu- 
ture. Not a word is said, of course, 
of sii the failures and the damAge 
caused by tho old method of vaccina- 
tion and inoculation. The fact is," 
continued Mr. Mlddloton, "IJesrcdka 
hns offered the Inoculatlonistt* a way 
out of their accumulating difficulties, 
and'nattirally they will be glad to take 
it, and I venture to say that before 
long under-the-skin injections will 
follow a lot of other medico) miper- 
Btltlons to oblivion. 

"While we arc always ready to seize 
upon every proof of the ImpracUca- 
billty of vivisection, wo never for a 
moment cease to Insist that vivisec- 
tion must bo abolished because it n 
Immoral. For this Insistence we are 
dubbed by our opponents as senti- 
mehtallsts who would allow sentiment 
to limit tho accumulation ot know- 
ledge. 

"Now the fact Itr," continued Mr. 
Middleton, " that our opponents them- 
selves are guilty of tils very senti- 
mental interference which (hey depre- 
cate, to rwhen they ore charged with 
experlmenttng upon hosidtal patients 
they go to a good deal of trouble to 
deny the cAarge, and to protest that 
the medical man would do such a 
fhinc. Those people are best answered 
by the late Lord Coleridge, Lord Chief 
Justice et England, who -wrote, 'As 
{ to man Umeelt,. it was not so tons 
' ago~ that ' oediooi men mot with a 
I passion of dlsaxonral, what they re- 
garded as an Imputation, namely, 
the euggMtlon that experiments were 
ever tried on faoepltaJ patients. I 
aastime the disavowal to be true; hut 
why. If oil pursuit ot knowledge Is 
Imrfal, BhouM the Imputation bo 
reseotodT Tho moment you come to 
dIsUngulrti botwoen animals and 
man, you consent to limit the pur- 
suit of knowledge by oonsidoraitions 
not èolentltlo but moral; and it Is 
iMid logic iond a mere petitio prtneipM 
to eosume (which is the very point at 
Issue) that ttiesn considerations avail 
for man but not for animals, I 
hope that morals may always be too 
much teK logic; It Is permissible to 
express 0 tear that logic may aame 
Say bis too much for morals,' 

"Vlvisectors snd pro-vlvlseotora 
may pnotost oh th«y Hko," w>ent on 
.Mr. Middleton, "but th<j fact remains 
ihfit human erperlmentotlon inevit- 
ably follows the vlvisecloo ot ani- 
mals, for did not ProCewor Starliug 
declare beCors die Royal GaranlaBlon 
on Viviaection tiiiit the liet expert-
